Rickets is 
a 
condition which 


causes the bones to become soft. 
It is particularly serious in grow- 
ing children. 


Rickets comes from an insuffi- 


cient supply of vitamin D in the 
diet. The worst time of the year 
for rickets is the winter, when 
the sun is out only a short time 
and then does not have 
much 


strength. The sun is important, be- 
cause sunlight, acting on the skin, 
helps the body to make vitamin D. 


Probably the first one to de- 


scribe rickets was an Englishman 
named Daniel Whistler, born in 
1610. 
Whistler described the knotty 


swellings which grow on the chest. 
The whole bony system is flexible, 
he said, and the bones 
can be 


twisted more 
or less like wax. 


Muscles become flabby and the 
bones con scarcely hold the weight1 
of the body. He also 
mentioned 


the narrowing of the chest and the 
prominence of the breast bone and 
pointed out the unfortunate effect 
of rickets on the teeth. 


Of course, neither Whistler, nor 


another Englishman named Fran- 
cis Glisson, who also studied the 
disease, knew what caused it or 
how to prevent it. Now, however, 
we are much better prepared, and 
there is little need for anyone, who 
takes reasonable care, to develop 
rickets.

were old enough when the grave 
was discovered to prove that 
the 


men had been buried there some 
time m the spring 
of 1041. The 


Rusians occupied the Kalyn area 
la that time. 


The Rusian prosecutor produced 
his own star witness—a Bulgarian 
scientist who had been used by the 
Nazis in 1943 as an official observ- 
er of the opening of the grave. 


The Bulgarian now tesiifed that 
the Germans had permitted him to 
examine the grave for only 15 min 
utcs and that he had been coerced 
at gun point, into making his re- 
port which accused the Russians. 


As for the Bulgarian witness, the 
Tribunal failed to note that he had 
been arrested by the Russian 
se 
cret police when the Red Army en- 
tered Bulgaria, had been confined 
to a prison for a long period, and 
now was telling an entirely differ- 
ent story from the one he had pre- 
sented before. 


The 
ultimate sentence 
of the 


Nazi war leaders eliminated men 
tion of Katyn, though it had been 
prominently mentioned in the in- 
dictment. 


Obliquely, then, the Germans— 
though certainly guilty -on other 
counts—had been acquitted of kill 
ing the 11,000 Polish officers. 


But the blame was not pinned on 
its real perpetrators, the Russians. 
Why? Because not 
even Nuern- 


burfi, the first such court of justice 
;n the history of 
civilization, was 


immune to the 
appeasement 
of 
Russia by its Allies. 


The 
rupture of Polish-Russian 
relations in April, 1943, over the 
Katyn incident, did not lessen our 
participation in the 
war 
against 


Hitler and our efforts 
to restab- 


lish our relations with the Kremlin. 


On April, 28, 1943, three days af- 
ter the break, Gen. Sikorski for- 
mally denied the Russian charges 
that we sought any part 
of Rus 


sian 
territory, 
reminded 
Stalin 


thai thousands of our 
men were 


lighting the common enemy where 
, ever that enemy could be reached, 
and stated that Poland would con- 
tinue to live up to the pacts it had 
signed with Russia concerning the 
prosecution of the war and the re 
storaUon of Polish sovereignty aft- 
er the war. 


Stalin answered 
indirsctly on 


May 4 of that year, in the course of 
replying to two questions submitt- 
ed to him by the 
Moscow corre- 
spondent of the London Times and 
the New York Times. I quote the 
questions and 
answers: 


/y—Does the government of the 
U. S. S. R. desire to see and strong 
and independent Poland after the 
defeat of Hitlerite Germany? 


Stalin's answer—Unquestionably 
H does. 


(2)—On what fundamentals is it, 
your opinion that relations betwcn 
Poland and the U. S. S. R. should 
be based after the war? 
| 


Stalin's answer—Upon the fund 
amentals of solid good neighborly 
relations and mutual respect, or, 
should the Polish people so desire 
upon the fundamentals of an alli- 
ance providing for mutual assist- 
ance against the Germans as the 
chief enemies of the Soviet Union 
and Poland. 


Gen. Sikorski took note of that. 
"It is difficult for me not to show 
reserve." our Prime Minister said, i 
"even in the face of such a favor' 
able 
declaration 
b y 
Premier 
Stalin, at the very moment when 
the Polish Ambassador 
has 
left 


Russia and the masses of Polsih 
population in the U. 
S. 
R. arc 


left without the care and 
assist- 
ance of their Government." 


Instead of a reply 
to 
this and 
lurther efforts to cooperate with 
Russia, we learned shortly there- 
after 
that the Communist-reared 
"Union of Polish Patriots in 
the 
Soviet 
Union 
were announcing 


plans for Die "fuliire" of Poland. 


Gen. Sikorski kept up his efforts 


to heal the breach until the end of 
his lii.c 


Before his last trip—an inspec- 
non of our army

bast—he asked 
the British and 
American governments to obtain 
permission from Stalin 
to 
visit 
the Red leader in Moscow. 


He flew to Palestine for the in- 


spection and remained

while, awaiting an invitation thai 
never came. Instead of an invita- 
tion he was pronounced 
a "Fas- 
cist" by the Russian press and ac-

Sorrowfully, but still hopeful of
